In the Office Action dated December 20, 2002, the Examiner required Applicants 
to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits. The Examiner has identified 
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Species number 1 : Fig. 3 
Species number 2: Fig. 8 
Species number 3: Fig. 10 
Species number 4: Fig. 12 
Species number 5: Fig. 14

Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, species number 2 illustrated in Fig. 8 
as part of the above-referenced application. Claims 1-5, 8-10, 13-16 and 19-20 read on the 
embodiment illustrated in Fig. 8. 

It is Applicant's view that at least independent claims 1 and 13 are generic to the 
species identified by the Examiner. Each of the five species illustrates a different shape for the 
claimed formed members. However, neither claim 1 nor claim 13 is limited to a specific shape. 
Thus, claims 1 and 13 are believed to be generic to the five species.
